1. At 3:30 a.n. on 12 October 1953, 20 r 10-1 5s or U-MiG-15s were counted 
at Jueterbog-Altes Laper airfield* At 4 P*ku on 17 October, only 4 
swept-back jet aircraft were parked at ths runway. 

2. The following air activity and aircraft were observed at the field 
between 12 and 16 October: 

12 October. Eetw;en 3a.i. and noon, about 10 swept-back jet fighters, 
incl in ing 3 U-MiG-15e, practiced flying. The latter aircraft had been 
parked in the southernmost hangar of the group of hangars arranged from 
north to south, 

13 October. About noon, about 10 swept-lack jet aircraft were pulled out 
of the middle hangar of the aforementioned group of hangars. The aircraft 
subsequently taxied to the take-off point where they took off in groups of 
threes and fours for flying practices. Alout 3 p.m., air activity was 
discontinued, 

14 October. In the afternoon, there was air activity by swept-back jet 

fighters _ and a two-seater aircraft with r adi a l engine, . About 3:15 P.m,, — 
after air act ivity was completed, 8 M lG-15e,| — __ — — _. — ,, 

and one 11-10 1 * ~ |were counted at the field.

7. On 7 October, about 30 MiG-15s or U-MG-lJis were lined up as for a review 

along the taxiway at the eastern end of the runway and in front or the 
hangars at the northern edge. Two single-engine monoplaneswere also eeen 
at the field. No air activity was observed. There was a V 10 overaast a nd 
visibility of 2 to 3 km. In the afternoon;, the swept-baek jet fighters were 
moved into the hangars. Only four of the MiG-158 rema ined at the eastern and 
of t he runway. On 13 October, 4 MiG-158 or U-MiG-15s, L_ — — 1 

I Iwere parked at the eastern edge of the field. Nineteen MiG— 15* or 
WiiG-15s including one with a 30-em-wide red stripe on its rudder assembly 
were parked in front of the hangars at the northern edge. One twin-engine 
monoplane and one single-engine monoplane were also seen at V, 

About noon, 2 MiG-15s took off, circled the field widely and landed again.

The MA unit with billeting equipment 
occupied nearby underground bunkers and tents in the afternoon* 7 

10, After 9 a.m. on 13 October, swept-baok jet fighters were observed flying. 
Also on 19, 20 and 21 October, flying was observed. At 4*15 *•“•*** 
October, 30 to 40 swept-back jet fighters and 3 conventional aircraft were 
parked at the field. There was flying after 10 a.m. on 22 October.
